Palm Beach County is one of the fastest growing counties in the United States. The 1980 
1990 Census indicated that a total of 576,863 863.518 people resided in the County. In 1987 
1996, the population as estimated by the Bureau of Economic and Business Research, 
University of Florida, had grown to 789,533 981,793, an average increase of 30;381 19,379 
people each year. The County's population increases each year during the winter months with 
the influx of part-time residents and tourists. With this rapid growth, local and state 
governments have been hard-pressed to meet the demands for infrastructure and urban 
services. The most visible shortfalls in infrastructure are in the transportation area.

Ill. EXISTING CONDITIONS 
E. Traffic Accidents 


Traffic accidents can serve as an indicator of existing and future problems. The number of accidents 
tends to increase with the amount of traffic using the roadway. Increased vehicle density and 
congestion associated with higher traffic volumes generally leads to more accidents. A large number 
of accidents at locations where traffic volumes are not high could indicate an operational deficiency 
such as inadequate sight distances or similar problems. 


Accidents fall into two general categories based on the location of the accident. Intersection-related 
accidents (Table 4) occur at or within the influence area of the intersection of two or more roadways. 


Non-intersection-related accidents occur outside of the influence area along the roadway at locations 
such as driveways and median openings.

While Table 4 indicates where the most accidents occur, it does not necessarily reflect where a 
correctable problem exists. To determine where operational problems exist, it is appropriate to review _ 
the intersections' accident rates. The accident rate is calculated by comparing the number of 
occurrences with the total traffic using the intersection. In this manner, the locations where the 
increase in accidents is greater than the growth of traffic can be identified and investigated. These 
locations are addressed in developing the Five-Year Improvement Program. The results of this 
analysis are shown in Table 5, which reflects the twenty intersections with the highest accident rates 
in 1986 1995.

F. Transportation Air Quality Programs 


Palm Beach County has been designated a non-attainment area for ozone by the U. S. Environmental 
Identification Agency. The initial designation in the late 1970s was based on population. The 
standard for ozone is established at 120 parts per billion, which may be exceeded for three hours over 
a three-year period without violating the standard. The Palm Beach County Health Department 
continuously monitors air quality at several sites throughout the area. Since 1975, no exceedances 
have been monitored in the County. The non-attainment designation continues based on the inclusion 
of the County in a regional air-shed with Broward and Dade Counties, which have experienced 


exceedances within the applicable monitoring period. ORDINANCE NO Q 7 e b ο 
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In order to maintain and improve the air quality of the County, a number of measures have been 
undertaken and continue to be implemented annually. The County has a permitting process that 
addresses stationary sources and requires standards for emission levels to be met. The control of 
mobile emissions is addressed through a number of measures that fall into two categories. The first 
is control of the level of emissions from motor vehicles. Most motor vehicles are equipped with 
emission control devices to reduce hydrocarbon levels as required by federal law. Inspection and 
maintenance of those vehicles equipped with pollution-control devices will ensure hydrocarbon 
emissions are at proper reduced levels. The State hastecentty enacted a law requiring inspection of 
motor vehicles for emission levels in Florida's six non-attainment counties, which include Palm Beach 


County. Fhtsinspectrom-program-witbegimrrearty 1996- 


The second category of mobile emission control involves reducing hydrocarbon emissions through 
measures to decrease motor vehicle use or the amount of time the vehicle is in use. Increased public 
transit, ridesharing, bicycle paths, pedestrian facilities and similar activities are designed to reduce the 
number of vehicles in use. Changes in land use patterns can provide opportunities for shortening the 
work trip (as well as other trip purposes) by providing employment, shopping, and social/recreational 
opportunities closer to residential land uses. Improvements to the roadway network that reduce 
congestion, increase average travel speeds, and reduce average travel and vehicle-running times also 
serve to reduce vehicle emissions, as indicated in material provided by the EPA. All of these 
measures will be implemented by Palm Beach County as shown in the Capital Improvement Element. 


In geographic areas designated as exceptions to the Countywide Traffic Performance Standard, 
consideration of air quality effects is needed. By using DER guidelines, potential increases in carbon 
monoxide emissions from development, possibly causing violations of appropriate ambient air quality 
standards, can be predicted. It is anticipated that the County will be able to continue to meet air 
quality standards. 


I. Low and Very Low Income Housing 


As of 1990, all of the approaches in the Housing Element have not been fully implemented. 
Accordingly, The approach set forth in this Element shall be reviewed in conjunction with the 
development of other approaches contemplated in this Plan. That review will involve a holistic 
consideration of the various approaches to promoting affordable housing. Notwithstanding the desire 
to utilize a holistic approach, it is desirable to establish the approach set forth in Policy 1.4-h 
+-*yat this time because of the pressing need to establish affordable housing.

These projects must enhance the economic balance of households within a designated area and fulfill 
the minimum level of variable criteria as established by Policy l.4-h t+ and in the Traffic 
Performance Standards Exemption Criteria. Palm Beach County has undertaken a sector analysis of 
household incomes and housing opportunities. These projects must improve the mix of household 
income groups and housing opportunities within a given sector. A sector is defined as a geographic 


area that shall include and be relative to the size and location of the proposed development. It shall - 


consist of one or more neighborhoods that contain a school, an integrated network of residential and 
collector streets bounded by arterial roads, civic uses, and localized shopping and employment 
opportunities. The sector will include a minimum of one census tract but shall not extend beyond 
important physical boundaries which may include a major arterial roadway or a wildlife refuge. 


The approach for affordable housing is consistent with Goal 5 - Housing, of the State Comprehensive 
Plan. It is consistent with Policy 1 by providing housing opportunities for all Florida citizens. The 
mix of housing encouraged by the approach is an alternative to the "housing projects" of the past, 
promoting deinstitutionalization, consistent with Policy 2. The Policy promotes affordable housing 
and is consistent with Regional Goal 5.1. 


Goal 16 - Land Use is furthered by this approach. The growth management criteria are consistent 
ORDINANCE ΝΟ. 7 | x E. 6 
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with Policy 1 by encouraging development in areas where there is capacity to serve new population. 
The accessibility and urban design criteria are consistent with Policy 3 by encouraging development 
in proximity of working, shopping and recreational activities. Goal 12 - Energy, Policies 3 and 4 are 
also furthered by the accessibility design criteria. The proximity of these projects to working and 
shopping activities and public transportation facilities serves to reduce the length of trips and the 
number of trips, promoting energy efficiency. 


Although Policy ].4-h +7 provides for a temporary reduction in the level of service, roadway 
capacity will be available in the long term. This is achieved by measuring the traffic from affordable 
housing projects against level of service D standards under Test Two (existing plus committed 
development). As a result of this protection of the Level of Service Standard, this approach is 
analogous to a tiered level of service allowed under Rule 9J-5 which allows a temporary degradation 
in the level of service. But the County's approach reserves that temporary degradation for an 
important public purpose; i.e., affordable housing. 


Criticism might be levied against exempting one-hundred percent (100%) affordable housing projects 
from the level of service standards. This approach is utilized to establish immediate benefits in an 
effort to expeditiously promote affordable housing. Again, the need for this aggressive approach will 
be reviewed as part of the Commission on Affordable Housing's holistic review of programs to 
promote affordable housing. The order of magnitude of this approach is insignificant. For example, 
on a two-lane road the number of trips involved is one-hundred thirty-two (132), or twenty six (26) 
single-family detached units. The number of trips involved in a six (6) lane facility is four-hundred 
and sixty-three (463) trips, or ninety two (92) units. These di minimis impacts are not long term, as 
Level of Service D will be the standard for Test Two. This provision for one hundred percent (100%) 
very low and low income housing projects was envisioned to address small parcels of land where 
capacity does not exist. For the most part, these small parcels are in areas where infill should occur. 
Further, it is desirable to establish residential uses in these infill areas underlying Policy 1.2-a 
(discussed above). There is a ceiling on the impact from these projects. The total traffic from these 
projects in any one year on any one link can not exceed one percent (1%) of the Level of Service D 
Standard Volume. The cumulative impact on any link from 100% very low and low income projects 
and mixed projects can not exceed three percent (3%) of the Level of Service D Standard Volume. 
Finally, the provisions for small affordable housing projects allow for a reasonable and beneficial use 
of property where the level of service standards of this element might prohibit other uses. In this 
respect they are analogous to the entitlement provisions of this Plan. 


One might argue that each and every very low and low income housing project should be specifically 
identified by Comprehensive Plan amendment involving the setting of a lower level of service standard 
on a specific road facility. Such an approach would, however, result in added costs and time to the 
project. One of the major efforts in affordable housing is to expedite the approval process to reduce 
costs in developing affordable housing. 


Finally, one might argue that the County should undertake a review of roadway capacities to ascertain 
where capacity is available, then use other methods to promote the location of affordable housing in 
those areas. While this approach seems effective in the abstract, the approach does not account for 
other issues involved in locating affordable housing. These issues include proximity of affordable 
housing to employment and other travel attractors, integrating affordable housing with market rate 
housing throughout the County, and the relative effectiveness of other means used to promote 
affordable housing. Because of the restrictions on development resulting from traffic circulation 
concurrency, it appears at this time that some relief from the near-term level of service restrictions 
(Test One) is‘necessary to promote affordable housing. 


IV. FUTURE CONDITIONS 
A. 2010 Transportation System Plan 


The Future Traffic Circulation Plan is based on future population forecasts and the Future Land Use 
Plan. It is designed to meet the future ground-transportation needs of the resident population. The 
Future Traffic Circulation Plan complements other transportation needs of Palm Beach County such 
as bus transit, rail, air, bikeways, pedestrian ways and other facilities. 
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The 2010 Interim Transportation System Plan for the WPBUSA, included herein as Map 5-C, 
encompasses the eastern portion of the County and was developed to accommodate future traffic 
volumes with sufficient roadway capacity to provide for the adopted Level of Service Standard. The 
plan update was started in 1984 when the socio-economic data was collected, which reflected existing 
and future land uses. The joint efforts of the Palm Beach County Planning and Traffic Engineering 
Divisions, MPO and FDOT, in conjunction with public participation and cooperation from local 
governments, have provided the necessary background studies and input to develop forecasts for the 
County's needed 2010 capacity. The results of these studies indicate a need to provide additional 
road capacity to accommodate the projected population. The study took four years to complete, with 
adoption taking place in July 1988. Due to the length of time required to complete the study, the plan 


was adopted as an "interim" = Pest ο alg i μμ SE ios, ο. 


While this long-range plan update is underway, the County will continue to allow some new approvals 
and issue building permits for previous approvals. Previous approvals which receive a concurrency 
exemption (are found to be "vested" pursuant to a procedure approved by the Department of 
Community Affairs) or are found to be such through the municipal processes will be permitted to 
continue development. New approvals will not be issued in either the unincorporated or incorporated 
area where the affected Major Thoroughfare roads are over the adopted Level of Service Standard, 
pursuant to the limitations in this Element However, for roads that were over the daily Level of 
Service D Standard (Policy 1.4-b) volume on August 31, 1989 based on 1988 volumes for Test One 
and projected volumes to be over the level of service D standards for Test Two, new approvals may 
be issued up to a five percent (5%) increase over the Level of Service D Standard daily volume for 
new approval's traffic, pursuant to Policy. 1.4-ge. 
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The County's future traffic circulation network is designed to meet the needs of both eastern and 
western County residents. However, major improvements will be required in the eastern half of the 
County because this area is projected to experience over 90 percent of the County's future growth. 


To meet the 2010 transportation needs, the County should provide an average of $35 million per year 
(in 1992 dollars) in road improvements. Exclusive of the Turnpike and I-95, the State should provide 
another $50 million per year (in 1992 dollars) for state road improvements. Adequate revenues for 
construction of the 2010 transportation plan are anticipated based on a 1992 evaluation. 


By 2010 in the western portion of the County (Glades Area), U.S. 27 is planned for expansion to a 
four-lane divided facility, to address safety and potential capacity concerns. The balance of the state 
and County roadway network in this area is not projected to experience capacity problems by 2010. 


Procedures used for analyzing the County's traffic circulation needs in 2010 included the development 
of level of service projections and system needs. Those projections are based upon the future land 
uses shown on the Future Land Use Plan Map and the anticipated population for 2010 at the time the 
Plan was prepared. These projections also serve as a basis for determining need for new roadway 
facilities and expansions to support planned development and to maintain — LOS standards. 
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V. ISSUES AND OPPORTUNITIES 
A. Traffic Performance Standard 


A problem area that still remains is if development is approved at the maximum density/intensity 
allowed in the various local government comprehensive plans in heavily-congested areas of the 
County, the ultimate number of lanes (build out network) can not accommodate build out traffic at 
the desired level of service. The implementing ordinances will address this problem in part. 
Constrained facilities can receive a lower Level of Service Standard where the build out Major 
Thoroughfare system is not adequate. Criteria for determining whether a lower level of service 
standard. should be set on a constrained facility shall include transportation system management 
options, corridor improvements, and alternate methods of travel. "Constrained facility" in this Plan 
has essentially the same meaning as its meaning in the Florida Highway System Plan Level of Service 
Standards and Guidelines Manual. However, constrained facilities under the County's approach 
become eligible for a lowered level of service standard whereas FDOT doesn't allow a lowered 
standard. The other part of addressing the problem is through the general planning process. What 
must be done as part of the ongoing, iterative planning process is the "balancing" of land use 
density/intensity and location in all local governments with the build out Major Thoroughfare system. 
This balancing is being done through.the-Planning-Council's preparatior of the County wide Future 
Land-Use-etement-and the Metropolitan Planning Organization's updating of the long-range 
transportation system plan. Once this is accomplished the Level of Service Standard adopted shall 
be reviewed and modified, as needed.

In relation to the problem area of traffic congestion, in November 1988, the County's charter was 
amended to allow the County to establish level of service Standards on collector and arterials which 
are not the responsibility of any municipality and to restrict the issuance of development orders by 
municipalities which would add traffic to those roads which exceed the adopted Level of Service 
Standard. The ordinance enacting the CTPS with the adopted Level of Service standards was 
adopted by the County in 1990. Several of the problems identified in the 1987 Traffic Performance 
Standards ordinance have been addressed in the 1990 Traffic Performance Standards Ordinance. No 
insignificant projects are allowed. A limit of 5% total traffic from new approvals is established on 
these roadways New approval's regardless of size, are not permitted to add traffic to roads exceeding 
the adopted level of service except as specified in Policy 1.4-ge. Entitlement densities are reduced 
based on revisions to the Land Use element. 


The Countywide-Ordinance Unified Land Development Code (ULDC) wit continues the provisions 


addressing these problems. It wiH supersedes the 1990 Traffic Performance Standards Code and the 


Traffic Performance Standards Municipal Implementation Ordinance. 
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H F. Comprehensive Bicycle Plan 


Palm Beach County recognizes the need to find safe, viable, and timely forms of alternative 
transportation. In realizing this need, the County shall establish a Comprehensive Bicycle Plan (CBP) 
that will formally define the role of the bicycle as an alternative mode of transportation. Bicycling 
has had a resurgence in popularity, both as a form of recreation and as a viable alternative to the use 
of motorized vehicles. Data indicates that bicyclists, in general, have the same travel origins and 
destinations as motorists. The Bicycle Plan shall address issues concerned with finding ways to make 
bicycle travel safer and easier for residents and tourists. This will not only reduce motorized traffic 
on roadways, but also, reduce the amount of detrimental pollutants released into the atmosphere by 
motorized vehicles. 


In order to increase bicycle usage in Palm Beach County as an alternative mode, personal and 
institutional barriers must be removed. These barriers include the lack of enforcement of bicycle laws, 
the general disregard of motorists to the rules and laws that govern the rights of bicyclists, and a lack 
of bikeways that would allow bicyclists a safe and pleasant place to ride. According to a recent 
bicycle survey, cyclists are users of the County's principal street network. The lack of bikeways (esp. 
on road facilities) in Palm Beach County has limited the travel patterns of many cyclists. Heavily 
congested roadways have created dangerous situations for cyclists. 


The Comprehensive Bicycle Plan shall address these 1ssues and make recommendations so as to 
insure the use of the bicycle as a safe, viable, and timely alternative mode of transportation. 


That portion of the Linked Open Space Program which recommends the use of road rights-of-way 
for pedestrian and bicycle recreational greenways ( and equestrian trails where feasible and desired 
by the surrounding neighborhood) is a subset of the Comprehensive Bicycle Plan. The recreational 
greenways will be used to link residential areas to parks, beaches and other open space areas. These 
greenways can also be used to connect the eastern and western portions of the County, creating an 
alternative to automobile access for those County residents or visitors wishing to enjoy open space 
resources on the opposite side of the County. The data and analysis supporting the recommendations 
contained within this portion of the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan are located in Chapter 
V of the support document entitled "Linked Open Space Program." Chapter V of the Support 
Document also contains detailed descriptions of special recreational greenways recommended by the 
Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Appendix to the Support Document contains a 
detailed description of the "Bike Route" recreational greenways. The recreational greenways 
recommended by the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan include the following:

In the event that an easement through or dedication of private property is needed to complete a 
pedestrian/bike route, a demonstration of the need and the rough proportionality of the impacts will 
be prepared.

IG. Transportation Concurrency Management Areas (TCMAs) 


Objective 1.12 of this Element enables the establishment of Transportation Concurrency Management 
Areas (TCMAs) within Palm Beach County. A TCMA is a compact, geographic area with existing 
or proposed multiple, viable alternative travel paths or modes for common trips. The purpose of a 
TCMA is to promote infill development or redevelopment within selected portions of an urban area 
in a manner that supports the provision of more efficient mobility alternatives. As a coordinated 
approach to land use and transportation development, it may employ the use of an areawide level of 
service standard and an accommodation and management of traffic congestion. In order for a local 
government to establish a TCMA, the specific requirements of the County's Unified Land 
Development Code, as well as the state requirements, must be met. 


KH. Three-Year Transportation Concurrency Grace Period. 


In 1993, the Florida Legislature adopted changes pertaining to concurrency. Paragraph 
163.3180(2)(c), F.S., provides that transportation facilities needed to serve new development shall 
be in place or under construction no later than 3 years after issuance of the certificate of occupancy 
or its functional equivalent. This new transportation concurrency provision provides more flexibility 
than the previous concurrency standard, which required that public facilities and services needed to 
support development be available concurrent with the impacts of the development. 


The County's approach to transportation concurrency is identified in T.C.E. Policies 1.4-hf, 1.4-ro, 
and 1.4-sn. T.C.E. Policy 1.4-hf generally reflects the previous transportation concurrency standard, 
and provides specific standards for a Development of Regional Impact. Policy 1.4-ro provides . 
greater transportation concurrency flexibility than Policy 1.4-hf when the development is located 
within certain geographic areas. Policy 1.4-sn extends this flexibility to proposed development which 
places minimum impacts on the roadway network or where the proposed development furthers 
economic development. 


In addition to the above limitations, the affected transportation facilities and services must be 
identified in the Capital Improvement Element or first three years of the Florida Department of 
Transportation's adopted Work Program and a plan amendment is necessary to eliminate, defer, or 
delay construction of the transportation facility or service. 
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II. 


Aviation and Related Facilities Element EAR Based revisions, additions, and 
deletions. 


REVISED INTRODUCTION 

The Aviation and Related Facilities Element of the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 
has been completed pursuant to the requirements of the Local Government Comprehensive 
Planning and Land Development Regulation Act, Chapter 163, FS, and Rule 97-5, FAC. 
Compliance with Rule 9J-5, FAC,7 ensures that policies adopted in the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan are consistent with the State Comprehensive Plan and the Treasure 
Coast Regional Planning Council's Comprehensive Regional Policy Plan. 


The purpose of the Aviation and Related Facilities Element is to identify existing and future 
aviation facilities, then determine future needs and plans for meeting those needs. The 
Element coordinates the aviation facility plans with other elements of the Comprehensive Plan 
and with other parties involved in the provision and/or planning for aviation and related 
facilities. 


Because the Port of Palm Beach is a deep-water port, the Goals, Objectives and Policies for 
the Port of Palm Beach are located in the Coastal Management Element. Data and analysis 
for the Port are located in the Coastal Management Support Document. 


Palm Beach International Airport (PBIA) is the largest commercial airport in the County and 
will continue to dominate commercial flights in the County through the year 2010. There are

T. REVISIONS -- I. INTRODUCTION 
A. Purpose 


The Mass Transit Element of the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan has been completed 
pursuant to the requirements of Chapter 163, F.S. and Rule 9J-5, F.A.C. Compliance with 
Rule 9J-5 should ensure that policies adopted in the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 
are consistent with the State Comprehensive Plan and the Treasure Coast Regional Planning 
Council's Comprehensive Regional Policy Plan. 


Continued growth in Palm Beach County has brought about a need for developing a multi- 
modal transportation system. With traffic approaching or exceeding capacity on major 
roadways, public transportation is becoming more viable as a way to alleviate the problem. 
Public transportation, particularly bus service, plays a key role in providing mobility to 
residents of Palm Beach County. Planning for existing and future transit needs is accomplished 
by the Metropolitan Planning Organization. The primary service provider is the Palm Beach 
County Surface Transportation Authority Department (ΕσἜταπ Palm Tran)-andFtortda-Fransit 
Management-ine.

III. EXISTING TRANSIT CONDITIONS 


Socioeconomic characteristics of a population have a direct influence on the use of public 
transportation and are, therefore, important factors when evaluating a transit system. These 
conditions can be used to project the need for public transportation in an area. Densely 
populated areas tend to allow for a more efficient mass transit system. The greater the number 
of people living within a quarter of a mile of the bus lines, the higher the potential demand for 
transit usage will be. As development density decreases, more routes and stops are needed to 
adequately service the population. With an increase in the number of transit routes and stops, 
more buses are required to maintain an acceptable level of service, along with the operation and 
maintenance costs of the system. Low-density areas require more transit service because of the 
wider distribution of origins and destinations. The costs associated with a transit system will 
increase as the number of points of service increase. 


The highest population densities in Palm Beach County are found along the Atlantic Coast, east 
of Interstate 95. Population densities west of I-95 drop considerably from greater than 5,000 
people per square mile, or 7.8 people per acre, to less than 2,000 people per square mile, or 3.13 
people per acre. For the County as a whole, population density is rather low because a large 
majority of the County is used for agriculture, which has inherently low population density. 
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Two factors that influence transit usage are age and income. Income level is one indicator of the 
propensity for public transit use, with lower-income areas providing greater transit support. The 
highest concentrations of low-income households are generally found west of the Intracoastal 
Waterway, with the two largest areas being in northern and southern West Palm Beach. The 
elderly are also attracted to transit due to income level and the lack of access to automobiles auto 
access. Nationally, elderly persons tend to have a low level of mcome;-however income. 
However, in Palm Beach County the median income for the elderly is higher than the national 
average. A large portion of Palm Beach County's elderly population lives along the coastline in 
multi-family residential complexes. 


Another segment of the population identified as possible mass transit users is the population 
below 17, because many of them have neither a driver's license nor access to a car. A comparison 
of €ensus-fracts census tracts in Palm Beach County reveals that this segment of the population 
is spread across the County without a distinguishable pattern. 


A. Bus Transit 
1. Existing Transit Facilities 


€otran Palm Tran currently operates from a 6:3 8.3 acre facility located at the Palm Beach 
International Airport. The complex was constructed in 1978 and has a total building space of 
about 17,999 20,000 square feet and an area for outdoor storage space of buses. ΑΙ] 
maintenance, mechanical and major body work is performed at this facility. The complex also 
houses the operators' waiting/ready room and the transportation supervisor's area, which includes 
the radio base station and administrative offices.

2. Existing Fleet 


C€otrar's Palm Tran’s bus fleet has a total of 74 147 buses (1996-1999) of which all are 
considered active vehicles (See Table 1). During daily peak service times (morning and evening 
rush hours), an average of-59 124 buses are needed to accommodate the routes. Mid-day or off- 
peak times require the use of 85 buses, At Most of the vehicles are equipped with air 
conditioning, wheelchair lifts and two-way radios. Fwo-buses One bus of the active fleet are 15 
used exclusively for handicapped disabled riders with all the seats removed for wheelchair access.

3. Analysis Of Existing Bus Service Area And Levels Of Service 


The Metropolitan Planning Organization is responsible for the transit planning of the urbanized 
portion of Palm Beach County. In an effort to improve transit within a short-range time frame 
and address future growth, a Transit Development Program encompassing five years was has 
been prepared and adopted. The TDP recommended governs route changes, fleet requirements 
and fare levels. A Transit Task Force, composed of MPO members, was created to review 


reviews the TDP and recommends changes. The MPO board adopted is the final authority which 
adopts and modifies the modified TDP for transit operations in Palm Beach County. 


Currently €ofran Palm Tran offers 19 33 distinct bus routes concentrated within the more 
densely-populated eastern coastal areas of the County (See Table 3). Three additional routes 
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service the Glades region in the west. Only one route, Route +6 40, operates from between the 
coastal eastern area to and the far western Glades area of part-of the County. Route +6 40 
connects the cities of West Palm Beach and Belle Glade. Routes tt 47 and 48 operates in 
western Palm Beach County and serves the communities of Belle Glade, Pahokee, Canal Point, 
Bay Harbor, and South Bay with connection to Route 10 40 in Belle Glade. Route-8-services

available, has an income less than $25,000, and uses the bus for work or shopping purposes. 

Over 75% of the riders walked to the bus stop. Of those walking, 70% traveled three blocks or 
less. This indicates that transit service area is limited and woutd extends approximately 1/4 mile 
on either side of the bus route. 


4. Current Transit Modal Split 


Current transit modal split for all trips is estimated to be approximately one-half percent, using 
vehicle and person trips per day projections. (A person trip is a one-way trip made for any 
purpose, by any travel means: automobile, bus, bicycle, or pedestrian, by one person). Internal 
trips are defined as a trip for which both the origin and destination are within the €ofran Palm 
Tran service area.

State funding for transit consists of capital and operating support. The State will fund special 
programs such as demonstration projects. Florida's transit industry is actively lobbying to 
increase state financial support for public transportation.

"six-cent" option gasoline tax, to-go which went :nto effect on January 1, 1994. The revenues 
derived from this tax ης are split evenly between road construction and mass transit.

]. Tri-County Commuter Rail System 


The Tri-County Commuter Rail Authority is composed of two elected officials each from Palm 
Beach, Broward, and Dade Counties and was created to implement and operate the commuter 


rail service. The commuter rail service operates from Mangonia Park (located three miles north 


of the downtown West Palm Beach) area to the Miami International Airport for a distance of 
65 70.3 miles, and includes a transfer point at to the Metrorail system in Dade County. 


Six train sets provide service along the corridor. There are 15 18 stations with additional 
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stations planned along the route. The stations offer free parking and shuttle bus service in an 
effort to attract riders. 


In Palm Beach County, stations are located in Boca Raton, Delray Beach, Boynton Beach, 
Lake Worth, Palm Beach International Airport, and downtown West Palm Beach, and 
Mangonia Park. A proposal has been made to construct a new station in conjunction with the 
proposed Judicial Center in downtown West Palm Beach. This station would also serve buses 
and a downtown circulation system. The commuter train employs new double-decker, air 


conditioned rail cars. These cars run along the €S2#-{formertythe-Seaboardjtatiroactttne state- 
owned South Florida Rail Corridor (formerly under CSX), that generally parallels I-95 through 


most of Dade, Broward and Palm Beach Counties. Transit service began on January 9, 1989. 


Funding for the project is from the State of Florida, the Federal Railroad Administration and 
the Federal Highway Administration. In order to upgrade the system sufficiently, capital 
improvements of $33.8 million are required. These improvements are for railroad track and 
bridges, upgrading signals and crossings, and for building the stations. An additional $24.1 
million is needed for locomotives and passenger cars (rolling stock). Total annual operating 
costs are expected to be close to $8.64 million. 


Three park-and-ride lots exist in vario ages of readiness in Palm Beach County and a i 
important link between the automobile and ma ans] hese are located in Boca Raton 
ongress Avenue ake Worth (adjacent to the high School), and Mangonia Park (adiacer 


to the former fronton). 


2. Florida High Speed Rail 


The Florida Legislature in 1984 passed the Florida High Speed Rail Transportation 
Commission Act. As provided in the Act, the Governor appointed a High Speed Rail 
Commission to prepare and distribute a Request For Proposal (RFP) designed to address a 
wide range of development issues related to the design, construction and operation of a High 
Speed Rail (HSR). The Commission, by virtue of Chapter 341.324, F.S., has the authority 
to acquire by purchase, gift, grant, exchange or agency transfer, or to hold property for 
potential development in the vicinity of a High Speed Rail Corridor. Severat-private

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D. Environmental Concerns 


Palm Beach County has been designated an a-morrattainment area for ozone by the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency. In order to maintain and improve the air quality of the 
County, a number of measures have been undertaken and continue to be implemented annually. 
The control of mobile emissions is addressed through a number of measures. Hydrocarbon 
emissions can be reduced through measures to decrease motor vehicle use or the amount of 
time the vehicle is in use. Increased public transit, ridesharing, bicycle paths, pedestrian 
facilities and similar activities are designed to reduce the number of vehicles in use. Changes 
in land use patterns can also increase transit usage. 


IV. FUTURE CONDITIONS 


Transit in Palm Beach County should be directed to the urban strip from Boca Raton to 
Tequesta. This urban strip includes the following areas: east of U.S. 441 in Boca Raton, east 
of the Turnpike in the Boynton Beach-Delray Beach area and Lake Worth, east of Big Blue 
Trace in Wellington, east of Military Trail in Palm Beach Gardens and Jupiter, and Tequesta. 
An achievable modal split for transit is 3/4 of one percent. This modal split can be achieved 
through better utilization of existing resources. The current load factor for the system is 
approaching 35%. The load factor should be increased to 50%. The route structure will be 
revised to concentrate service in the urban corridors along the coast. The level of service 
provided will be increased, while services in the less dense areas to the west will be reduced. 
Through these actions, it is projected annual ridership will reach 3,842,501 by 1995. 


Potential funding sources include fare increases, increases in the gas and ad valorem taxes and 
increases in federal and state funding sources. Transit service is Countywide, with the majority 
being within municipal areas. The gas tax is user-based and paid by non-residents as well as 
residents. The increase in millage is inflation-sensitive, which would allow for budgeting 
increased costs of existing as well as improved service. The majority of the capital cost of all 
improvements such as buses and facilities could be paid by federal and state subsidies to public 
transit, where the UMTA contribution is 80 percent and the FDOT contribution is 10 percent. 
The local UMTA appropriation is sufficient, the local entity would apply for UMTA 


discretionary funds. 
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A. Operating Facility Needs 


The existing €otran Palm Tran facility is sufficient to satisfy current needs. It is understood 
that the land where the facility is located is airport property and may be utilized by the PBIA 
in the near future as part of its expansion program. Major modifications to improve the facility 
may not be warranted due to the possible upcoming move. In the FY86-90 Transportation 
Improvement Program for the County, a new facility was identified to be under construction 
before 1990. A new administration, operation and maintenance facility to accommodate up to 
a 200-bus fleet along with specialized equipment will be required. A sale by the Department 
of Airports of the Cotran Palm Tran existing facility, as required by UMTA regulation, would 
offset the cost of a new facility. 


Feasibility studies for a downtown transit terminal are underway for the City of West Palm 
Beach. The current recommended site is located adjacent to the Amtrak and Tri-Rail station. 
The proposed facility will be used by €otran Palm Tran, Tri-Rail, the proposed downtown 
shuttle and Greyhound Bus Lines. A People mover for the downtown area will also be 
considered. 


B. Traffic Generators/Attractors 


There are approximately 93 major traffic generators in Palm Beach County. Major sites at 
which transit service may be needed or warranted, given the large number of trips attracted, 
have been inventoried. Such generators include major employers, shopping centers, hospitals, 
universities and governmental centers. These locations are depicted on Map 10-Major Trip 
Generators and Attractors. 


Vi. ISSUES AND OPPORTUNITIES 


Providing transit service in Palm Beach County that is a viable alternative to, and competitive 
with, the private automobile use, is a difficult task. Past development practices and the current 
and projected socioeconomic characteristics within the County have not provided and do not 
provide the intense population centers needed to support a high-transit modal split. Currently, 
less than one-half percent of all person trips made in the County are satisfied by transit. To 
increase the modal split to one percent would require 60 buses with the resulting capital and 
operating costs. The implementation of preferential lanes for buses and carpools will 
encourage the use of transit and carpooling. Exclusive busways should also be investigated as 
a means to enhance transit as a viable alternative to the private automobile. 


The Metropolitan Planning Organization monitors transit operations and performs mass transit 
planning for the urban portion of the County. The MPO also maintains the Transit 
Development Program (TDP) which includes standards to be met by €ofran Palm Tran. An 
annual evaluation using these standards is performed and used to recommend changes to the 
system. Thedatest TDP recommended is the foundation document for the- "grid" system of 
routes-bedmplemented for the County. This system woutd provides bus service along the major 


roads running north-south and east-west with timed transfers at various locations. Fhe MPO 


" = 14] 
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The Tri-County Commuter Rail is another potential alternative to the private automobile. Its 
long-range viability (after I-95 construction has been completed) is still speculative. The future 
of Tri-Rail is somewhat dependent on public perception of the rail service. 


While no specific exclusive bus lanes or transitways have been identified, several corridors with 
insufficient roadway capacity warrant further investigation. These corridors are projected to 
experience congestion which may receive some relief from increased transit services. These 
east-west corridors are in the central and south portions of the urban area. Further study is 
needed to identify and protect the necessary right-of-way for these transit facilities. 
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D. Comprehensive Plan Map Series
